City bid has 
put positive 
spin on Town

LUTON’S push for city status has 
left the town a ‘stronger place’. 

A decision on which town has 
won the honour of being given the 
title of‘city’ as part of The Queen’s 
Diamond Jubilee is expected in 
February. 

The Love Luton campaign was 
designed to fuel the town’s bid and 
has gathered about £100,000 in 
sponsorship from businesses. 

Colin Chick (pictured), the 
council’s Corporate Director for 
Environment and Regeneration, 
said: “We are using Love Luton as 
a vehicle to get positive press for 
Luton. Without it we wouldn’t 
have been able to secure the 
Government funding we have for 
the road projects.” 

Last month the council won 
almost £20 million for an 
improvement scheme at the Ml 
Junction 10a spur road which will 
see the road increased to three 
lanes each way. 

And two weeks ago another 
£15.85m was secured to complete 
the inner ring road in the town 
centre. 

Mr Chick added: “These types of 



projects are really important for 
Luton. Look what happened to 
Sunderland. 

“They went above and beyond 
the economic investment that 
they thought and got £5 billion of 
inward investment and 30,000 
jobs were created more than what 
they expected. 

“No matter what happens with 
the city status we are continuing 
Love Luton next year. 

“If we win, it is a milestone along 
the way but if not it is part of the 
overall process. 


“It has been fantastic for us this 
year. 

“We have had more positive cov¬ 
erage than we ever had. In six 
months we had half a million 
pounds worth of media coverage.” 

Luton is competing with 26 
other towns for the lucrative prize. 

It is up against neighbours 
Milton Keynes, Reading, Perth 
and Bolton among others. 

Ten years ago four towns were 
conferred city status to mark Her 
Majesty’s Golden Jubilee, includ¬ 
ing Preston in Lancashire.

Luton, Beds 
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Hatters top league... for arrests 


ALMOST a fifth of supporters 
arrested in Luton Town’s football 
league last year were Hatters fans. 

A new report published by the 
Home Office revealed that in the 
2010/2011 season, of the 101 
arrests made at Blue Square 
Premier matches, 20 were 
followers of Luton Town. 

Of these, 15 arrests were made at 
home games for offences including 
public disorder, pitch invasion and 
missile throwing. 


The Hatters also topped the 
league for the number of banning 
orders imposed against risk 
supporters between November 20, 
2010 and November 29, 2011. 

A total of 15 orders were handed 
out to Luton fans (some of those 
came as a result of disorder at the 
York City match at Kenilworth 
Road in May 2010). 

Grimsby Town have 79 supporters 
with banning orders, while Luton 
Town come in second with 26.

THE Taoiseach will formally open 
the new Luton Irish Forum centre 
next month. 

Irish Prime Minister Enda Kenny 
(j pictured right ) will make the journey 
from the Emerald Isle especially to 
cut the ribbon to mark the launch of 
the new building, in Hitchin Road, on 
fanuary 12. 

The new eco-friendly facility has 
been completed despite previous 
funding worries which saw much of 
the money which had been pledged 
towards redeveloping the premises 
being withdrawn due to the econom¬ 
ic downturn. 

At one stage, staff members and 
volunteers were working in cramped 
conditions in a temporary accommo¬ 
dation and the future looked bleak. 

But previous funding from the Irish 
Government was kept in place and 


the substantial building shortfall of a 
six figure sum was personally 
committed by fohn Boyle, of The 
Bushwood Partnership. 

The new three-storey centre, which 
was opened in October, features a 
function room and large kitchen on 
the ground floor, welfare and advice 
facilities on the first and a training 
conference room. 

Former Luton Mayor Tom Shaw 
even managed to locate catering 
equipment that has been included in 
the new kitchen. 

Forum spokesman Tom Scanlon 
said: “This fantastic building is a 
fitting tribute to the contribution 
made, and which continues to be 
made, by Irish emigrants in shaping 
the modern Luton. 

“Forum trustees and members are 
very proud of their new building and 
grateful to the Irish Government, The 
Bushwood Partnership, Luton 
Borough Council, local MPs and all 


those organisations and individuals 
who contributed to providing this 
iconic building.” 

Mr Boyle said: “This flourishing 
charity is actively making a positive 
contribution within the local com¬ 
munity and we would like to pay trib¬ 
ute to all the dedicated and caring 
members at the centre. 

“The hard-working, unselfish and 
caring attitude associated with the 
Irish community can be seen 
first-hand at the Forum. 

“The help and support they give to 
some of the most vulnerable in our 
society, especially the homeless and 
disabled is not well known, and this 
work is needed more than ever.” 

Last month the Heritage Lottery 
Fund announced a £50,000 grant for 
a project - entitled ‘Catching the Boat’ 
- at the forum’s new centre to chart 
how Irish settlers have much con¬ 
tributed towards the town’s develop¬ 
ment since the Second World War. 



Body in alley ‘not suspicious’ 


Bid to share legal service binned 


A MAN was found dead in an alley in 
the early hours of the morning. 

The male, who has not yet been 
named, is believed to be in his 40s. 

Police were called to an alleyway 
close to Westminster Gardens, Luton, 
shortly before 4am on Wednesday. 


Police are not currently treating the 
death as suspicious. 

A post mortem examination has 
not yet taken place and the cause 
of death was not known. He will be 
officially identified when the coroner 
opens the inquest. 


PLANS for a shared legal service 
with neighbouring authorities have 
been scrapped. 

Luton Borough Council had been 
in talks for a year with Central 
Bedfordshire, Bedford and Milton 
Keynes to create a joint legal 
department. 

However, the money saving 
scheme was shelved earlier this 


month after the three other author¬ 
ities decided they didn’t want to go 
proceed with it. 

A spokesman for the council 
didn’t disclose why the project had 
failed, but said: “Plans for a joint 
legal service will not be taken 
forward, but we are committed to 
providing shared services where 
they offer economic efficiencies.”

Fire crew bids to 
get out of the red

THE fire brigade is consider¬ 
ing changing the colour of 
its shirts to save money. 

Bedfordshire and Luton Fire 
and Rescue Service wants to 
swap from red to either white 
or blue attire to generate an 
extra £31,000. 

Nationally there is no stan¬ 
dard shirt colour for fire 
brigades and Bedfordshire is 
the only one to have red. 

Bedfordshire Assistant 
Chief Fire Officer, Julian 
Sears, said: “At its recent 
meeting the Combined Fire 
Authority considered a range 
of options for the future pro¬ 
vision of station and corpo¬ 
rate-wear. 

“The current system of 
purchasing and storing large 
quantities of work-wear was 
not the most cost effective 
approach, so officers had 
been asked to cost alternative 
means of supplying the 
corporate clothing. 

“The fire authority agreed 
that a stockless service model 
should be adopted. This is 
similar to the method used 
for supplying operational fire 



kit, whereby an external sup¬ 
plier holds stock, which is 
ordered and supplied on an 
‘as you need it’ basis. 

“They also considered the 
fact that Bedfordshire and 
Luton Fire and Rescue 
Service was now the only fire 
service using red shirts for 
station-wear, and that further 
savings could be made 
through collaborating with 
other services and achieving 


economies of scale, if white 
and blue shirts were adopted 
- in line with most other fire 
and rescue services. 

“The fire authority has 
agreed to such a change, 
which will be introduced 
later next year, allowing exist¬ 
ing supplies to be phased out. 

“The combined effect of 
these changes is expected to 
be an annual saving of 
approximately £31,000.”

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Fire-starters hunted 
after spate of blazes

FOUR arson attacks have taken 
place in the town within four 
days of each other. 

On December 15 a garage was set 
alight in Butely Road, Luton, and 
then shortly afterwards on the 
same day a garden shed and bin in 
the back garden of a house in near¬ 
by Liston Road were set on fire. 

The second blaze had also 
spread to a neighbouring home 
causing damage to an extension, 
roof and guttering. 

Then on Monday, two fires were 
started in empty flats at 
Startpoint in Downs Road. 

Police do not believe, however, 
the arsons on Monday are linked 
to the two on December 15. 

The officer in charge of the first 
arson investigation, Detective 


residents were woken in time to 
raise the alarm and alert their 
neighbours. We believe three 
youths were seen riding bicycles 
away from the Butely Road area 
along a footpath which leads 
towards Liston Road at around 
the time of the fires.” 

Speaking after the fires at 
Startpoint flats, Det Con Duncan 
Crighton said: “Both properties 
were empty at the time and lucki¬ 
ly no one was injured. 

“It is important that anyone 
with information about these 
fires contacts the police to help 
with this investigation and before 
the person responsible tries to do 
this again and puts residents in 
danger.”

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Houses to be built 
on ex-Drill Hall site

COUNCILLORS have agreed to 
put a housing development on 
the site of a former Drill Hall, 
almost a year after plans for the 
land were first submitted. 

There had been speculation 
earlier this year that the premises 
on Old Bedford Road, Luton, 
could be turned into a mosque. 

But the executive voted for a 
reassessment to consider 
whether the site should instead 
be used to meet housing and 
educational needs. 

Following a sub group review, 
Councillors Mohammed Ashraf, 
Tom Shaw and Hazel Simmons 
decided to progress plans to 
build houses on the site. 

A further meeting has been 


arranged for January 3 when 
the executive will consider a fur¬ 
ther recommendation to remove 
the former Drill Hall from the 
council’s list of assets for dispos¬ 
al. 

Leader of the authority, Hazel 
Simmons, said: “This has been a 


long process and the decision we 
have made reflects the council’s 
commitment to providing afford¬ 
able housing in Luton. 

“Our goal is to maximise the 
potential for regeneration in this 
area with a scheme that is 
supported by the community.” 


Small increase in complaints against our cops 


COMPLAINTS against the police 
were up slightly from last year - 
against the national average 
where there was a decrease. 

Statistics released by the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) show 586 
allegations were made against 
Bedfordshire Police in 2010/11, a 
one per cent increase on the 


previous year of 561. The force 
recorded 355 complaints against 
officers, which is slightly higher 
than the 352 in 2009/10. 

The IPCC upheld ten of 21 
appeals in 2010/11 from mem¬ 
bers of the public against the 
police for not initially recording 
their complaint. 

Assistant Chief Constable 


Andrew Richer said: “Police offi¬ 
cers have thousands of interac¬ 
tions with members of the public 
each day and most end well. 

“Where this is not the case, how¬ 
ever, Bedfordshire Police take a 
complaint seriously and acknowl¬ 
edges that understanding what 
went wrong is a vital part of how 
things can be put right.”

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£ 230 k in allowances 
for police watchdog

NEARLY a quarter of a million 
pounds was spent on allowances 
for eight police authority 
members. 

Research conducted by the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance found that 
between 2009-2010, 

Bedfordshire’s policing authority 
spent £230,000 on members’ 
allowances out of a total of just 
over £900,000, with the chief 
executive taking home a further 
eight per cent of the police 
budget. 

Although Bedfordshire ranks 
just below the nationwide aver¬ 
age of £103,000 for a chief execu¬ 
tive’s salary, the authority has 
only eight members compared 
with the national average of 17. It 
paid chief executive and treasur¬ 



er, Stephanie McMenamy, almost 
£75,000 for one year’s salary. 

Together with members’ 
allowances and subscriptions to 
policing associations, this figure 
adds up to more than a third of 


the total annual budget for 
policing services. Peter Conniff, 
chairman of Bedfordshire Police 
Authority, said: “In each area 
highlighted in this report, the 
costs in Bedfordshire are lower 
and we have one of the smallest 
support teams in the country. 

“Importantly for local residents, 
around ten per cent of whose 
council tax goes towards policing, 
our overall budget represents less 
than one per cent of the police 
budget. 

“Our chief executive has a dual 
role, which provides particularly 
good value for money for the tax¬ 
payer. She is also the authority’s 
treasurer, a statutory role, with a 
salary significantly less than the 
averages suggested.” 

The Government plans to 
replace police authorities with 
locally elected commissioners. 


University’s teaching course labelled ‘inadequate’ 


A UNIVERSITY has been graded 
‘inadequate’ in its training of 
primary school teachers, a report 
has found. 

Ofsted inspectors carried out an 
assessment last month on the 
University of Bedfordshire and 
found that its ‘capacity for further 
improvement is inadequate’. 

It also discovered that the UoB’s 


‘preparation for trainees to teach 
pupils with special educational 
needs has been rated poorly for 
the past three years by former 
trainees and that self-evaluation 
presented an ‘overly positive 
view’ of its effectiveness to 
improve primary school teach¬ 
ers. 

The report showed that the 


educational body was not meet¬ 
ing all of the Secretary of State’s 
requirements for initial teaching 
training. 

Vice Chancellor Les Ebdon said: 
“Our systems and processes let us 
down but we are determined to 
turn things around and are confi¬ 
dent of a better outcome at next 
year’s inspection.”

Pressure is off crisis-hit Poppies 
in Boxing Day clash, says Brabin

GARY Brabin does not feel that 
Kettering Town’s well-documented off- 
the-field problems will mean the 
Conference strugglers are any easier to 
beat when Luton Town face them. 

The Hatters host Mark Stimson’s side on 
Boxing Day before travelling to Nene Park 
on January 1, and while they are looking 
to boost their promotion chances with 
back-to-back wins, the Poppies are lurch¬ 
ing from one crisis to another. 

This week saw their former home of 
Rockingham Road repossessed by the 
landlord, while it also emerged that the 
Kettering squad will have to travel to 
tomorrow’s game in their own cars as the 
team bus is not being provided. 

However, Brabin expects them to thrive 
in the adversity as he believes the 
pressure on them to perform is taken 
away by the fact that the focus is on their 
recent financial woes. 

“I honestly think it works the other way,” 
said the Luton boss. “It happened here at 
Luton when they were having a bad time 
and went on to win the Johnstone’s Paint 
Trophy. 

“All season there has been talk of 
Wrexham being under pressure financial¬ 
ly, but it seems to have taken all the 
weight off the players and they are doing 
well on the field. 

“I think that happens right the way 
through football and I don’t think they 
[Kettering] will be any different. They 
haven’t had the great start they wanted 



and they had a bad result a few weeks 
back against York City. Since then it has 
come out about all the things happening 
behind the scenes and they have 
improved straight away. There are a lot of 
factors that go into football. 

“Yes, you’ve got to be good enough, 
you’ve got to be strong enough - there are 
a lot of elements. But there is also the 
pressure element, and what has hap¬ 
pened behind the scenes will have lift¬ 
ed the pressure on the field off 
them and it has cer 
tainly shown in the 
past few weeks.” 

The Hatters go into 
the match buoyed by last 
weekend’s 3-1 win over Tamworth that 
saw them move into the Conference play¬ 
off places on goal difference from 
Kidderminster Harriers 

Brabin also expects to have a near-fully 
fit squad to choose from, including Aaron 
O’Connor after the forward had been 
sidelined since the 1-1 draw away to 
Lincoln City. 

The return fixture against Kettering on 
New Year’s Day has already generated 
headlines after the hosts put up ticket 
prices for the match, and Brabin is sym¬ 
pathetic to the Luton fans’ frustrations. 

He said: “I get angry about it myself 
because I think people do play on the fact 
that it’s a big club, it has got a loyal sup¬ 
port and people think they can do things 
with their prices and get away with it. I 
don’t think it’s fair, but we’ve got a good, 
loyal away support and I don’t think that 
will deter them.” 


Hand switch back to 
Town not set in stone 


to tie up Hand should he 
become available, saying: 
“Jamie has been fantastic in 
and around the place. 

“He has done really well 
when called upon and as 
I’ve said I’d love to be able 
to keep Jamie here and he 
knows that. But at the 
moment we’re just 
concentrating on the 
players that we have got 
here and he’s Hayes & 
Yeading’s player, so it’s not 
fair for me to start planning 
any further than that. Like I 
said, he’s been fantastic for 
us the past few weeks - 
not just on the pitch, but 
off the pitch and on the 
training ground.” 

However, Hayes boss Nas 
Bashir is also keen to keep 
hold of Hand and any move 
could also depend on 
whether or not Godfrey 
Poku returns to Luton from 
Southport next month 
when his loan ends.
